restrictions  on  the  use  and  distribution 
of  castor  oil 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in 
me  by  Executive  Order  No.  9280,  dated 
December  5,  1942,  and  to  assure  an 
adequate  supply  and  efficient  distribu- 
tion of  castor  oil  to  meet  war  and  essen- 
tial civilian  needs,  it  is  hereby  ordered, 
As  follows: 

§  1460.4  Use  and  distribution  of  cas- 
tor oil — (a)  Definitions.  When  used  in 
this  order,  unless  otherwise  distinctly 
expressed  or  manifestly  incompatible 
with  the  intent  thereof: 

(1)  The  term  "castor  oil"  means  that 
oil  obtained  from  the  castor  bean,  com- 
monly known  as  castor  oil,  whether 
crude,  raw,  filtered,  refined,  blown,  de- 
hydrated, or  otherwise  processed,  exclud- 
ing, however,  sulfonated  castor  bit 

(2)  The  term  "person"  means  any  in- 
dividual, partnership,  corporation,  asso- 
ciation, or  other  business  entity. 

(3)  The  term  "producer"  means  any 
person  engaged  in  the  production  of 
castor  oil  and  includes  any  person  who 
has  castor  oil  produced  for  him  pursuant 
to  toll  agreement. 

<4)  The  term  "distributor"  means  any 
person  who  has  purchased  or  purchases 
castor  oil  for  purposes  of  resale. 

(5)  The  term  "Director"  means  the 
Director  of  Food  Distribution,  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  or 
any  employee  of  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  designated  by 
such  Director. 

(b)  Restrictions  on  delivery,  use,  proc- 
essing, and  blending.  (1)  No  person 
shall  deliver,  accept  delivery  of,  use 
process,  or  blend  castor  oil,  except  as 
specifically  authorized  or  directed  by  the 
Director. 

(2)  Authorizations  or  directions  with 
respect  to  deliveries,  use,  processing,  and 
blending  in  each  calendar  month  will,  so 
far  as  practicable,  be  issued  by  the  Di- 
rector prior  to  the  commencement  of 
such  month,  but  the  Director  may,  at 
any  time  in  his  discretion,  and  notwith- 
standing the  provisions  of  paragraphs 
(c)  and  (d)  hereof,  issue  directions  with 
respect  to  deliveries  to  be  made  or  ac- 
cepted, or  with  respect  to  the  use  or 
uses  which  may  or  may  not  be  made  of 
castor  oil  to  be  delivered  or  then  on  hand. 


He  may  also  at  any  time  issue  directions 
to  the  producer  with  respect  to  the  gradi 
of  castor  oil  which  he  may  manufacture 

(3)  Each  person  specifically  author 
ized  to  accept  delivery  of  castor  oil  shal' 
use  such  oil  for  the  purpose  authorized 
and  only  for  such  purpose,  except  at 
otherwise  specifically  directed. 

(4)  Castor  oil  allocated  for  inventories 
shall  not  be  used,  processed,  or  blended 
except  as  specifically  directed  by  the  Di- 
rector. Castor  oil  allocated:  (i)  To  fill 
a  specified  order,  or  (ii)  To  be  used  for 
a  specified  end  use  during  a  specified 
month,  shall  revert  to  inventories  where 
and  to  the  extent  that  the  oil  so  allo- 
cated is  not  used  for  the  specific  order 
or  the  specific  end  use. 

(c)  Exceptions  to  requirement  for  spe- 
cific authorization.  Notwithstanding  the 
provisions  of  paragraph  (b)  (1)  hereof, 
specific  authorization  of  the  Director 
shall  not  be  required  for: 

(1)  Acceptance  of  delivery,  use,  proc- 
essing, or  blending  by  any  person  in  any 
one  calendar  month  of  40  lbs.,  or  less, 
of  castor  oil  in  the  aggregate; 

(2)  Pressing,  bleaching,  or  alkali  re- 
fining of  castor  oil  by  any  person,  with- 
out regard  to  quantity; 

(3)  The  delivery  of  castor  oil  by  any 
producer  or  distributor  to  any  person 
who  shall  have  filed  with  him  an  authori- 
zation signed  by  the  Director  authoriz- 
ing such  person  to  accept  delivery  of 
castor  oil  in  the  quantity  and  in  the  pe- 
riod in  which  delivery  is  made;  or 

(4)  The  use  of  castor  oil,  as  such,  for 
medicinal  purposes  or  acceptance  of  de- 
livery by  a  person  for  use,  or  resale  for 
use,  as  castor  oil  for  such  purposes.  This 
paragraph  (c)  (4)  has  no  reference  to 
the  use  of  castor  oil  in  the  manufacture 
or  preparation  of  any  medicinal  or  phar- 
maceutical product,  nor  to  the  delivery 
to  or  acceptance  of  delivery  by,  any  per- 
son for  such  use.  In  each  of  such  cases, 
specific  authorization  of  the  Director 
shall  be  necessary  under  paragraph 
(b)  (1)  hereof. 

(d)  Exception  for  small  orders  and 
medicinal  use.  Notwithstanding  the  pro- 
visions of  paragraph  (b)  (1)  hereof,  spe- 
cific authorization  of  the  Director  shall 
not  be  required  for  deliveries  set  forth 
in  paragraphs  (d)  (1)  and  (d)  (2)  hereof, 
but  no  producer  shall  make  deliveries  set 
forth  in  paragraphs  fd)  (1)  and  (d)  (2) 
without  a  specific  authorization  of  the 
Director  to  make  deliveries  of  a  specific 


maximum  quantity  under  each  of  said 
paragraphs  each  month.  Deliveries  of 
quantities  in  excess  of  this  maximum 
may  not  be  made  without  further  au- 
thorization of  the  Director.  The  appli- 
cation for  authorization  to  make  such 
deliveries  shall  specify  the  maximum 
quantity  requested  for  each  type  of  de- 
livery. These  provisions  apply  to  the 
following  deliveries: 

(1)  The  delivery  of  castor  oil  by  any 
producer  or  distributor  to  any  person 
who  shall  have  filed  with  him  a  certifi- 
cate in  substantially  the  following  form: 

The  undersigned  purchaser  hereby  certifies 
to  the  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture, Pood  Distribution  Administration, 
and  to  his  supplier  that  the  castor  oil  hereby 

ordered  for  delivery  in   

1943,  does  not,  taken  with  all  other  castor 
oil  delivered  or  to  be  delivered  in  such  month, 
exceed  40  lbs.,  the  amount  which  he  is  enti- 
tled to  receive  under  parpgraph  (c)  (1)  of 
Pood  Distribution  Order  No.  32.

Such  certificate  shall  be  signed  by  an 
authorized  official  of  the  purchaser. 
The  receipt  of  such  certificate  shall  not 
authorize  the  delivery  of  castor  oil  by  a 
producer  or  distributor  where  he  knows 
or  has  reason  to  believe  the  same  to  be 
false,  but  in  the  absence  of  such  knowl- 
edge or  reason  for  belief,  he  may  rely  on 
the  certificate; 

(2)  The  delivery  of  castor  oil  by  any 
producer  or  distributor  to  any  person  for 
use  or  resale  for  use  as  castor  oil  for 
medicinal  purposes.  This  paragraph  (d) 
i2)  has  no  reference  to  the  use  of  castor 
oil  in  the  manufacture  or  preparation  of 
any  medicinal  or  pharmaceutical  prod- 
uct, nor  to  the  delivery  to,  or  acceptance 
of  delivery  by,  any  person  for  such  use. 
In  each  of  such  cases,  specific  authoriza- 
tion of  the  Director  shall  be  necessary 
under  paragraph  (b)  (1)  hereof. 

(e)  Applications  for  delivery,  use, 
processing,  or  blending.  (1)  Each  per- 
son requiring  authorization  to  accept 
delivery  of;  use,  process,  or  blend  castor 
oil  during  any  calendar  month,  begin- 
ning with  April  1943  (including  a  person 
seeking  authorization  to  accept  delivery 
of  castor  oil  for  resale)  shall  file  appli- 
cation therefor  on  or  before  the  15th 
day  of  the  month  preceding  the  month 
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for  which  authorization  for  delivery,  use, 
processing  or  blending  is  requested. 
Application  for  acceptance  of  delivery, 
use,  processing,  or  blending  in  April 
1943,  shall  be  filed  as  many  days  as  pos- 
sible in  advance  of  the  requested  de- 
livery, use,  processing,  or  blending.  In 
any  case,  such  application  shall  be  made 
on  War  Production  Board  Form  PD-600, 
or  such  other  form  or  forms  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  Director.  Forms  may 
be  obtained  at  local  field  offices  of  the 
War  Production  Board  or  the  Regional 
Offices  of  the  Food  Distribution  Admin- 
istration, United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture.  Five  copies  shall  be  pre- 
pared, of  which  four  shall  be  forwarded 
to  Director  of  Food  Distribution,  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture, 
Washington,  D.  C,  Ref.:  FD-32,  the  fifth 
to  be  retained  for  applicant's  files.  For 
the  purposes  of  this  order,  if  War  Pro- 
duction Board  Form  PD-600  is  used,  it 
shall  be  completed  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed therein,  subject  to  the  following 
special  instructions: 

(i)  In  the  heading,  under  name  of 
chemical,  specify  "Castor  oil";  under 
WPB  Ordar  No.,  specify  "FD-32";  under 
unit  of  measure,  specify  pounds,  dry 
weight;  under  "Name  of  your  company" 
specify  name  and  mailing  address;  and 
specify  the  month  and  year  for  which 
authorization  for  acceptance  of  delivery, 
use,  processing,  or  blending  is  sought. 

(ii)  In  space  under  "Supplier  with 
whom  this  order  is  placed"  state  name 
of  usual  supplier,  and  list  his  shipping 
point.  If  the  application  is  for  author- 
ity to  use,  process,  or  blend  oil  from  own 
inventory,  leave  these  spaces  blank 

(hi)  In  Columns  1,  11,  and  19,  indi- 
cate grade  in  terms  of  the  following: 
crude,  raw,  filtered,  refined,  blown,  dehy- 
drated, or  otherwise  processed.  If  other- 
wise processed,  identify  product.  If  same 
grade  of  oil  is  required  for  more  than 
one  "primary  product"  or  for  the  same 
"primary  product"  for  more  than  one 
ultimate  use,  include  quantity  of  grade 
applicable  to  each  "primary  product"  or 
ultimate  use. 

(iv)  In  Columns  3,  20.  and  22,  specify 
your  primary  product  in  terms  of  the 
following: 

Synthetic  resins 
Protective  coatings 
Synthetic  rubber 
Rubber  factice 
Sulfonated  oil 
Lubricating  oil  additive 

Medicinal  and  pharmaceutical  preparations 

(identify) 
Cosmetics 

Hydraulic  brake  fluid 
Textile  oil  (non-sulfonated  base) 
Real  and  imitation  leathers 
Other  products  (specify) 
Resale  (as  castor  oil) 
Inventory  (as  castor  oil) 

(v)  In  Column  4,  specify  ultimate  use 
of  product.  For  example,  if  the  "pri- 
mary product"  called  for  in  Column  3 
is  "imitation  leather",  the  "ultimate  use" 
of  the  product  might  be  "airplane  seat" 
Also,  specify  in  each  case  whether  your 
customer  is  the  Army,  Navy,  other  gov- 
ernmental agency,  Lend-Lease,  or  com-, 
mercial  customer,  and  give  government 


specification  number,  if  any.  If  the  ap- 
plication is  for  castor  oil  for  resale  or 
for  inventory  (as  castor  oil),  leave  Col- 
umn 4  blank. 

In  each  case  where  the  application  for 
authorization  to  use,  process,  or  blend 
castor  oil  is  granted,  one  copy  signed  by 
the  Director  will  be  returned  to  the  ap- 
plicant, and  where  the  application  is  also 
for  authorization  to  accept  delivery,  a 
second  copy,  also  signed  by  the  Director, 
shall  be  sent  to  the  applicant  so  that  ap- 
plicant may  furnish  same  to  the  supplier 
selected  by  him. 

(2)  Each  producer  of  castor  oil  shall 
file  War  Production  Board  Form  PD-  601, 
or  such  other  form  or  forms  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  Director  on  or  before 
the  15th  day  of  each  month,  beginning 
with  April  1943.   Forms  may  be  obtained 
at  local  field  offices  of  the  War  Produc- 
tion Board  or  the  Food  Distribution  Ad- 
ministration, United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture.  Four  copies  shall  be  pre-  j 
pared,  of  which  three  shall  be  forwarded  | 
to  Director  of  Food  Distribution.  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  Wash-  j 
ington,  D.  C,  Ref:  FD-32,  the  fourth  to 
be  retained  for  applicant's  file.   For  the  : 
purposes  of  this  order,  if  War  Production  ! 
Board  Form  PD-601  is  used,  it  shall  be 
completed   in   the   manner  prescribed 
therein,  subject  to  the  following  special 
instructions: 

<i>  In  the  heading,  under  name  of 
chemicals,  specify  "Castor  oil";  under 
WPB  Order  No.,  specify  "FD-32":  under 
name  of  company,  state  your  name  and 
mailing  address;  under  unit  of  measure 
specify  pounds,  dry  weight;  in  heading 
"This  schedule  is  for  deliveries  to  be 

made  during  the  month  of  , 

194,.",  strike  out  the  words  "to  be"  and 
in  the  next  blank  insert  the  month  pre- 
ceding the  month  in  which  the  form  is 
filed,  and  also  indicate  year. 

(ii)  Insert  in  Column  1  the  words, 
"Total  small  order  deliveries  last 
month",  and  in  Column  4  specify  the  to- 
tal quantity  of  castor  oil  delivered  by 
applicant  in  such  last  month  pursuant 
to  paragraphs  (c)  (1)  and  td)  (1) 
hereof.  In  addition,  insert  in  Column  1 
the  words  "Total  deliveries  for  use  or 
resale  as  castor  oil  for  medicinal  pur-  j 
poses",  and  in  Column  4,  specify  the  j 
total  quantity  of  castor  oil  delivered 
by  applicant  in  such  last  month  pur- 
suant to  paragraph  id)  <2>  hereof  for 
use  or  resale  for  such  purposes.  In 
other  respects,  Table  I  may,  at  appli- 
cant's discretion,  be  left  blank. 

(hi)  In  Column  8,  specify  grades  pro- 
duced, in  terms  of  grade  indicated  in 
paragraph  (e)  (li  (iii)  hereof. 

(iv)  In  Column  9  show  actual  produc- 
tion during  preceding  month. 

cv)  In  Column  10  show  actual  deliv- 
eries during  preceding  month. 

(vi)  In  Column  11  show  stocks  as  of 
first  of  preceding  month. 

(vii)  In  Column  12  show  stocks  as  of 
first  of  current  month. 

(viii)  Leave  blank  columns  13-16,  in- 
clusive. 

(ix>  In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  each 
producer  who  is  a  crusher  of  castor  seed 


shall  strike  out  *,he  headings  to  Col- 
umns 15  and  16,  and  insert  in  these 
columns  and  in  margin:  (a)  Quantity 
of  seed  received  during  preceding  month, 
*b)  Quantity  of  seed  crushed  during 
preceding  month,  and  (c>  Quantity  of 
seed  on  hand  at  the  end  of  preceding 
month. 

(f)  Notification  of  customers.  Each 
supplier  shall  notify  his  regular  custom- 
ers as  soon  as  possible  of  the  require- 
ments of  this  order,  but  failure  to  re- 
ceive such  notice  shall  not  excuse  any 
person  from  complying  with  the  terms 
•hereof. 

(g)  Existing  contracts.  The  restric- 
tions of  this  order  concerning  delivery, 
acceptance,  use,  processing,  and  con- 
sumption of  castor  oil  shall  be  observed 
without  regard  to  existing  contracts  or 
any  rights  accrued  or  payments  made 
thereunder. 

(h)  Intra-company  deliveries.  The 
prohibitions  and  restrictions  of  this  or- 
der with  respect  to  deliveries  of  castor 
oil  shall  apply  not  only  to  deliveries  to 
other  persons,  including  affiliates  and 
subsidiaries,  but  also  to  deliveries  from 
one  branch,  division,  or  section  of  a 
single  enterprise  to  another  branch,  divi- 
sion, or  section  of  the  same  or  any  other 
enterprise  under  common  ownership  or 
control. 

(i)  Records  and  reports.  Every  per- 
son subject  to  this  order  shall  maintain 
such  records  for  at  least  two  years  (or 
for  such  other  periods  of  time  as  the 
Director  may  designate),  and  shall  exe- 
cute and  file  such  reports  upon  such 
forms  and  submit  such  information  as 
the  Director  may  from  time  to  time  re- 
quest or  direct,  and  within  such  times  as 
he  may  prescribe. 

(j)  Bureau  of  the  Budget  approval. 
The  reporting  requirements  of  this  or- 
der have  been  approved  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget  in  accordance  with  the  Fed- 
eral Reports  Act  of  1942.  Subsequent 
specific  record-keeping  or  reporting  re- 
quirements by  the  Director  will  be  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget  pursuant  to  the  Federal  Re- 
ports Act  of  1942. 

(k)  Audits  and  inspections.  Every 
person  subject  to  this  order  shall,  upon 
request,  permit  inspections,  at  all  rea- 
sonable times,  of  his  stocks  of  castor 
oil  and  premises  used  in  his  business, 
and  all  of  his  books,  records,  and  ac- 
counts shall,  upon  request,  be  submitted 
to  audit  and  inspection  by  the  Director. 

(1)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  and  unrea- 
sonable hardship  on  him  may  petition  in 
writing  (in  triplicate"  for  relief  to  the 
Director,  setting  forth  all  pertinent  facts 
and  the  nature  of  the  relief  sought.  The 
Director  may  thereupon  take  such  action 
as  he  deems  appropriate  and  such  action 
shall  be  final. 

(m>  Violations.  Any.  person  who  wil- 
fully violates  any  provf&on  of  this  order 
or  who  by  any  act  or  omission  falsifies 
records  to  be  kept  or  information  to  be 
furnished  pursuant  to  this  order  or  wil- 
fully conceals  a  material  fact  concern- 
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ing  a  matter  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
any  Department  or  agency  of  the  United 
States  may  be  prohibited  from  receiving 
or  making  further  deliveries  of  any  ma- 
terial subject  to  allocation  and  such 
further  action  may  be  taken  against  him 
as  the  Director  deems  appropriate,  in- 
cluding recommendations  for  prosecu- 
tion under  section  35a  of  the  Criminal 
Code  (18  U.S.C.  1940  ed.  80) ,  under  para- 
graph 5  of  section  301  of  Title  III  of 
the  Second  War  Powers  Act,  and  under 
any  and  all  other  applicable  laws. 

(n)  Communications  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture.  All  reports  re- 
quired to  be  filed  hereunder  and  all  com- 


munications concerning  this  order  shall, 
unless  otherwise  directed,  be  addressed 
to:  Director  of  Food  Distribution,  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  Ref :  FD-32. 

(o)  General  Preference  Order  M-235 
superseded.  This  order  supersedes  in 
all  respects  General  Preference  Order 
M-235  (7  F.R.  7592)  of  the  War  Produc- 
tion Board  except  that  as  to  violations 
of  said  order  or  rights  accrued,  liabili- 
ties incurred,  or  appeals  taken  under 
said  order  prior  to  the  effective  date 
hereof  said  General  Preference  Order 
shall  be  deemed  in  full  force  and  effect 
for  the  purpose  of  sustaining  any  proper 


suit,  action,  or  other  proceeding  with 
respect  to  any  such  violation,  right,  or 
liability.  Any  appeal  pending  under 
said  General  Preference  Order  shall  be 
considered  under  paragraph  (k)  hereof. 

(p)  Territorial  extent.  This  order 
applies  to  all  persons  in  the  United 
States,  its  territories  and  possessions,  and 
the  District  of  Columbia. 

(q)  Effective  date.  This  order  shall 
be  effective  on  March  24,  1943,  as  of 
12:01  a.  m.,  e.  w.  t.

Press  Release — Immediate: 
Monday  March  22,  1943. 

Conserving  imported  supplies  of  castor 
oil  for  essential  war  and  medicinal  pur- 
poses, the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has 
placed  the  commodity  under  complete 
allocations  control  with  the  issuance  of 
Food  Distribution  Order  No.  32.  The 
order  becomes  effective  March  24,  and 
will  be  administered  by  the  Food  Dis- 
tribution Administration. 

The  major  change  in  the  new  order 
from  War  Production  Order  M-235, 
which  it  replaces,  is  to  require  industrial 


consumers  to  obtain  specific  authoriza- 
tion month  to  month  to  accept  delivery 
or  to  use  castor  oil.  Another  new  pro- 
vision also  makes  it  necessary  to  obtain 
authorization  to  use  process,  or  blend 
castor  oil  during  any  calendar  month. 

In  another  change,  the  order  permits 
use  of  up  to  40  pounds  a  month  without 
authorization,  but  requires  producers  to 
obtain  prior  approval  to  deliver  a  speci- 
fied maximum  quantity  of  castor  oil  each 
month  to  these  small  users.  Producers 
also  must  obtain  approval  to  deliver  a 
stated  maximum  quantity  of  castor  oil 


to  be  used  for  medicinal  purposes. 

Castor  oil  is  pressed  from  castor  beans 
grown  principally  in  Brazil.  The  oil  is 
in  demand  for  a  variety  of  military  and 
industrial  uses,  including  hydraulic  brake 
fluids,  paint  and  varnish  for  application 
on  war  materials  and  ships,  synthetic 
resins,  textile  oils,  and  real  or  imitation 
leathers  required  by  the  armed  forces. 

Applications  for  authorization  to  de- 
liver, accept  delivery,  use,  process,  or 
blend  castor  oil  may  be  made  hereafter 
on  WPB  Form  PD-600  filed  with  the  Di- 
rector of  Food  Distribution,  Department 
of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  C.

restriction  on  the  use  and  distribution 
of  castor  oil 

Pood  Distribution  Order  No.  32  (8  FR 
3473) ,  §  1460.4,  issued  by  the  Acting  Sec- 
retary of  Agriculture  on  March  19,  1943, 
is  amended  as  follows: 

By  inserting  after  the  end  of  para- 
graph (q)  thereof  the  following: 

(r)  Temporary  suspension  of  para- 
graphs (o),  (c),  and  <d>.  The  restric- 
tions and  provisions  of  paragraphs  <b>, 
(c),  and  (d)  of  this  order  shall  not  apply 
to  the  delivery,  acceptance  of  delivery, 
use,  processing,  or  blending  of  castor  oil 
by  any  person  when  such  delivery,  ac- 
ceptance of  delivery,  use,  processing,  or 
blending  occurs  in  the  period  beginning 
on  the  effective  date  of  this  amendment, 
and  ending  on  December  31,  1943. 

(s)  Additional  reporting  require- 
ments. (1)  Every  person  who  accepts 
delivery  of,  uses,  processes,  or  blends 
1.000  pounds  or  more  of  castor  oil  in  any 
month  hereafter,  including  October  1943, 
shall,  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  the 
month  succeeding  the  month  in  which 
such  acceptance  of  delivery,  use,  proc- 
essing, or  blending  occurs,  properly  fill 
out  and  file  Form  BM  1,  as  prescribed  by 
the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  with  the 
Bureau  of  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C.

Early  improvement  in  the  quality  of 
numerous  civilian  products — including 
shoes,  raincoats,  paints,  varnishes  and 
printing  inks — was  made  possible  today 
by  the  War  Food  Administration's  relax- 
ation of  restrictions  on  the  use  and  de- 
livery of  castor  oil  during  the  next  3 
months. 

Possessing  quick-drying,  water  resist- 
ant and  plasticizing  qualities,  castor  oil 


has  been  confined  to  military  and  essen- 
tial civilian  uses  since  last  January  be- 
cause supplies  were  inadequate  to  meet 
all  needs.  These  uses  of  castor  oil  have 
been  in  coated  fabrics,  and  in  protective 
coatings  for  airplanes,  insulation,  food 
containers,  guns,  ships  and  other  mate- 
rials of  v/ar.  Manufacturers  of  non- 
essential civilian  products  have  used  lin- 
seed oil  as  a  substitute. 

Officials  said,  however,  that  castor  oil 
inventories  now  have  risen  from  an  all- 


time  low  early  this  year  to  a  satisfactory 
level  at  present,  and  prospects — in  view 
of  improved  shipping  conditions — are  for 
an  increasing  volume.  This  will  make 
possible  the  expansion  of  its  use  in  pro- 
duction of  civilian  goods. 

The  removal  of  restrictions  on  civilian 
use  was  effected  by  an  amendment  to 
Food  Distribution  Order  32,  which  allo- 
j  cates  castor  oil.    The  amendment  sus- 
I  pends  the  provisions  applying  to  use  and 
I  delivery  during  the  period  beginning 
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October  1.  1943,  and  ending  December 
31,  1943. 

During  this  period,  manufacturers 
may  use  the  oil  for  any  purpose  up  to 
limits  prescribed  in  FDO  42  for  the  use 
of  fats  and  oils  generally. 

If  the  supply  continues  to  improve  as 
expected,  a  further  extension  might  be 
possible  January  1. 

The  WFA  said  that  all  applications 
for  allocation  of  castor  oil  for  October 


use  have  been  approved  and  returned  to  l 
the  industry,  but  emphasized  that  there  i 
will  be  no  limitations  on  use  or  delivery 
of  the  oil  under  FDO  32  after  the  effec- 
tive date  of  the  amendment.  Further 
applications,  therefore,  need  not  be  filed 
for  October,  November,  or  December. 

The  amendment,  however,  requires 
that  manufacturers  using  more  than 
1,000  pounds  of  castor  oil  per  month 
must  certify  to  suppliers  with  each  pur- 


chase that  they  have  reported  their  pre- 
vious consumption  to  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

Monthly  reports  on  consumption  are

War  Food  Administration, 
Summary  to  FDO  32,  Amendment  2. 

The  War  Food  Administration  has  an- 
nounced that  the  allocation  of  castor 
oil  with  one  use  exception,  has  been 
suspended  through  March  31,  1944,  ex- 
tending for  3  months  the  current  suspen- 
sion which  became  effective  October  1 
1943. 

The  extension  is  made  possible  by  the 
continued  improvement  in  inventories  of 
both  castor  oil  and  the  beans  from  which 
it  is  crushed. 

The  single  exception  in  the  new  sus- 
pension order  involves  the  use  of  castor 


oil  in  the  production  of  paint  reducing 
oils.  Applications  for  permission  to  use 
it  for  that  purpose  should  be  filed  on 
form  FDA-478. 

The  Food  Distribution  Administration 
explained  that  it  was  necessary  to  return 
castor  oil  to  allocation  for  this  single  use 
because  it  is  affected  by  no  other  Food 
Distribution  order.  Though  allocation 
of  castor  for  other  uses  is  suspended  by 
amending  FDO  No.  32,  the  aggregate  use 
of  all  fats  and  oils  (including  castor)  in 
manufactured  products  is  regulated  in  a 
general  order,  FDO  No.  42.  The  use  of 
castor  in  paint  reducing  oils  is  a  blend- 


ing process  not  regulated  by  the  gen- 
eral order. 

The  new  suspension  order,  effective 
January  1,  1944,  does  not  change  the  re- 
porting requirements  which  provide  that 
persons  accepting  delivery  of  castor  oil 
in  excess  of  1,000  pounds  per  month 
(3,000  pounds  per  quarter)  for  use  or 
processing  into  other  products  should  file 
monthly  and  quarterly  reports  with  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  on  forms  BM-1  and 
BM-2.

The  War  Food  Administration  has  is- 
sued directives  requiring  the  use  of  new 
forms  in  reporting  production  and  apply- 
ing for  allocations  in  the  various  fats  and 
oils  programs. 

The  new  forms,  Food  Distribution  Ad- 
ministration forms  476,  477  and  478  re- 
place forms  PD  271,  481,  600  and  601 
formerly  used  by  the  War  Production 
Board,  and  should  be  used  after  July  1  in 
applying  for  allocations  of  all  oils  and 
reporting  production  of  oiticica,  castor 
rapeseed  (mustard  seed),  cashew  nut 
shell  liquid,  sperm  and  tung  oils,  subject 
to  Food  Distribution  orders  No.  31,  32,  35  | 


36,  37,  and  39.  Change  in  forms  was 
necessitated  by  the  transfer  of  fats  and 
oils  functions  from  WPB  to  the  Food  Dis- 
tribution Administration. 

Forms  FDA  478,  entitled  "Consumers* 
Application  for  Delivery  and  Use,"  re- 
places the  PD-600  for  commodities  sub- 
ject to  these  orders.  The  new  form  is 
different  from  PD-600  in  that  Table  1 
constitutes  application  for  authority  to 
use  and  Table  2  constitutes  application 
for  authority  to  accept  delivery.  In  filing 
FDA  478,  the  applicant  is  also  required 
to  prepare  and  file  a  single  copy  of  form 
477,  entitled  "Suppliers'  Authorization  to 
Deliver,"  for  each  supplier  named  on 
form  FDA  478. 


In  each  case  in  which  the  application 
for  authority  to  accept  delivery  is 
granted,  a  copy  of  form  FDA  477  will  be 
sent  direct  to  the  supplier.  The  new 
forms  must  be  used  for  filing  applications 
prior  to  July  15  for  August  allocations. 

Producers  who  are  required  to  report 
production  and  deliveries  of  oiticica,  cas- 
tor, rapeseed,  mustard  seed,  and  tung  oils 
will  report  on  form  FDA  476. 

Supplies  of  forms  FDA  476,  477,  and 
478  may  be  obtained  from  regional  offices 
of  the  Food  Distribution  Administration, 
in  New  York,  Atlanta,  Chicago,  Des 
Moines,  Dallas,  Denver,  and  San  Fran- 
cisco. 
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
